Findings.

(A) The City of Azusa is authoriéd*y Article of the State Constitution to
exercise the police power ofthe $tâte’ adoptiig iegulations to promote public health,
public safety and general prose?t

(B) The City of Azusaasauthority her the àiriaode to adopt and enforce
ordinances restitions andli ftationsSc’ith respect to any activity
which mightde thety ofwäte State

o. R4-2Ol2-Ol75)\wmch aloerves as an NPDES Permit under the Federal Clean
Watet Act (NPDES No: ASOO4Oji), as well as Waste Discharge Requirements under
Californi law (the “Mitnièpal NPDES permit”). In order to participate in a Watershed
Managemert Piogram aWor Enhanced Watershed Management Program, the Municipal
NPDES periiittequires’permittees to develop and implement a LID Ordinance.

(E) The City of Azusa is committed to a stormwater management program that protects water
quality and water supply by employing watershed-based approaches that balance
environmental, social, and economic considerations.

(F) Urbanization has led to increased impervious surface areas resulting in increased water
runoff causing the transport of pollutants to downstream receiving waters.
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(G) The City of Azusa needs to take a new approach to managing rainwater and urban runoff
while mitigating the negative impacts of development and urbanization.

(H) LID is widely recognized as a sensible approach to managing the quantity and quality of
storm water and non-stormwater runoff by setting standards and practices to maintain or
restore the natural hydrologic character of a development site, reduce off-site runoff,
improve water quality, and provide groundwater recharge.

It is the intent of the City of Azusa to replace the existing\Standard Urban Stormwater
Mitigation Plan (SUSMP) requirements by providing4Mwater and rainwater LID
strategies for Development and Redevelopment pidj as defined under “Applicability.”

Basin Plan means th Water Qua1ty Control Plan, Los Angeles Region, Basin Plan for the
Coastal Watersheds ofosnge4es and Ventura Counties, adopted by the Regional Water Board
on June 13, 1994 and su6uxit amendments (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Best Management Practice (BMP) means practices or physical devices or systems designed to
prevent or reduce pollutant loading from stormwater or non-stormwater discharges to receiving
waters, or designed to reduce the volume of stormwater or non-stormwater discharged to the
receiving water (Source: Order No. R4-2012-O 175).

Biofiltration means a LID BMP that reduces stormwater pollutant discharges by intercepting
rainfall on vegetative canopy, and through incidental infiltration and/or evapotranspiration, and
filtration. Incidental infiltration is an important factor in achieving the required pollutant load
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reduction. Therefore, the term “biofiltration” as used in this Ordinance is defined to include only

systems designed to facilitate incidental infiltration or achieve the equivalent pollutant reduction

as biofiltration BMPs with an underdrain (subject to approval by the Regional Board’s Executive

Officer). Biofiltration BMPs include bioretention systems with an underdrain and bioswales

(Modified from: Order No. R4-20 12-0175).

Bioretention means a LID BMP that reduces stormwater runoff by intercepting rainfall on

vegetative canopy, and through evapotranspiration and infiltration. The bioretention system

typically includes a minimum 2-foot top layer of a specified soil and compost mixture underlain

by a gravel-filled temporary storage pit dug into the in-situ soil. As defined in the Municipal

NPDES permit, a bioretention BMP may be designed with an overflow drain, but may not

include an underdrain. When a bioretention BMP is designed or constructed with an underdrain

it is regulated by the Municipal NPDES permit as biofiltraton (Modified from: Order No. R4-

2012-0175).

Bioswale means a LID BMP consisting of a shallow channel lined with grass or other dense,

low-growing vegetation. Bioswales are designed t collect storrnwater runoff and to achieve a

uniform sheet flow through the dense vegetation eriod o everal minutes (Source: Order

No. R4-2012-0175).

City means the City of Azusa.

Clean Water Act (CWA means the Federal Water Pollution Co trol Act enacted in 1972, by

Public Law 92-5 00, and amen edby the Water Quality Ac of 1987.. The Clean Water Act

prohibits the discharge qf pol1utais to Waters of the Uiited Sfätes unless the discharge is in

accordance with an DES permit.

Commercial Malls means an de eloprn n on private land comprised of one or more buildings

forming a complex of stores lich sellsvarious merchandise, with interconnecting walkways

enabling visitors to easily walk ‘from store to tore, along with parking area(s). A commercial

mall includes, but is not limited to: miiii-malls, strip malls, other retail complexes, and enclosed

shopping malls or shopping centers (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Construction Activity means any construction or demolition activity, clearing, grading,

grubbing, or excavation or any other activity that result in land disturbance. Construction does

not include emergency construction activities required to immediately protect public health and

safety or routine maintenance ctivities required to maintain the integrity of structures by

performing minor repair and restoration work, maintain the original line and grade, hydraulic

capacity, or original purposes of the facility. See “Routine Maintenance” definition for further

explanation. Where clearing, grading or excavating of underlying soil takes place during a

repaving operation, State General Construction Permit coverage by the State of California

General Permit for Storm Water Discharges Associated with Industrial Activities or for

Stormwater Discharges Associated with Construction Activities is required if more than one acre

is disturbed or the activities are part of a larger plan (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).
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Control means to minimize, reduce or eliminate by technological, legal, contractual, or other
means, the discharge of pollutants from an activity or activities (Source: Order No. R4-2012-
0175).

Development means construction, rehabilitation, redevelopment or reconstruction of any public
or private residential project (whether single-family, multi-unit or planned unit development);
industrial, commercial, retail, and other non-residential projects, including public agency
projects; or mass grading for future construction. It does not include routine maintenance to
maintain original line and grade, hydraulic capacity, or original purpose of facility, nor does it
include emergency construction activities required to immediately protect public health and
safety (Source: Order No. R4-20 12-0175).

Directly Adjacent means situated within 200 feet of th contiguous zone required for the
continued maintenance, function, and structural stability of the environmentally sensitive area
(Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Discharge means any release, spill, leak, pump ow, escape, dumping, or disposal of any liquid,

semi-solid, or solid substance.

Disturbed Area means an area that is altered as a result of clearing, grading, and/or excavation
(Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Flow-through BMPs mean modular, vault type “high flow biotreatnient” devices contained
within an impervious va 1 with an underdrain or designed with an pervious liner and an
underdrain (Modified om: Or e o. R4-2012-0 175).

General Construction c i ities S orm Water Permit (GCASP) means the general NPDES
permit adopted by the Stat oard hich authorizes e discharge of stormwater from
construction activities under certain conditions.

General Industrial Activities Storm Water Permit (GIASP) means the general NPDES
permit adopted by the State Board whi h ‘authorizes the discharge of stormwater from certain
industrial acti ties under certain conditions.

Green Roof means a LID BMP using planter boxes and vegetation to intercept rainfall on the
roof surface. Rainfall is intercepte by vegetation leaves and through evapotranspiration. Green
roofs may be designed as either a bioretention BMP or as a biofiltration BMP. To receive credit
as a bioretention BMP, the green roof system planting medium shall be of sufficient depth to
provide capacity within the pore space volume to contain the design storm depth and may not be
designed or constructed with an underdrain (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Hazardous Material(s) means any material(s) defined as hazardous by Division 20, Chapter
6.95 of the California Health and Safety Code.

Hillside means a property located in an area with known erosive soil conditions, where the
development contemplates grading on any natural slope that is 25% or greater and where grading
contemplates cut or fill slopes (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Hydromodification means the alteration of the hydrologic characteristics of coastal and non-
coastal waters, which in turn could cause degradation of water resources. Hydromodification can
cause excessive erosion and/or sedimentation rates, causing excessive turbidity, channel
aggradation and/or degradation. (Source: GCASP)

Impervious Surface means any man-made or modified surfac at prevents or significantly
reduces the entry of water into the underlying soil, resulting in runoff from the surface in greater
quantities and/or at an increased rate, when compared to natura1 conditions prior to development.

Examples of places that commonly exhibit impervious surfacçs ‘include parking lots, driveways,

roadways, storage areas, and rooftops. The imperviousness ofhese areas conunonly results from
paving, compacted gravel, compacted earth, and oiled earth.

Industrial Park means land development that is set aside for industrial opment. Industrial

parks are usually located close to transport facili , especially where more4h one transport

modalities coincide: highways, railroads, airports, and navigable rivers. It incluçle office parks,

which have offices and light industry (S’urce: Order No. R4-20l2-0175).

Infiltration BMP means a LID BMP t a Iuces s orrnwate runoff by capturing and
infiltrating the runoff into in situ soils or ende onsite soils. Examples of infiltration BMPs
include infiltration basns, dry wells, and pe ous a emen Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

LID means Low Impact Development. LID consis s of building’and landscape features designed

to retain or filter stormiater runoff (Source: Orde o. R4-2012-0175).

MS4 means Munici áI Separate Storm Sewer System (MS4). The MS4 is a conveyance or
syste o conveyances in uding roads with drainage systems, municipal streets, catch basins,
curbs, g s, ditches, ma ade ch els, or storm drains):

(i) Owned Qperated by tate, city, town, borough, county, parish, district, association, or
other•pbic body (created by or pursuant to State law) having jurisdiction over
disposa ‘of’sewage, industrial wastes, stormwater, or other wastes, including special
districts undeI’Stat law such as a sewer district, flood control district or drainage
district, or sirn ar e ity, or an Indian tribe or an authorized Indian tribal organization,
or a designated an approved management agency under section 208 of the CWA that
discharges to waters of the United States;

(ii) Designed or used for collecting or conveying stormwater;
(iii)Which is not a combined sewer; and
(iv) Which is not part of a Publicly Owned Treatment Works (POTW) as defined at 40 CFR

§ 122.2.

(40 CFR § 122.26(b)(8)) (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175)
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National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) means the national program for
issuing, modifying, revoking and reissuing, terminating, monitoring and enforcing permits, and
imposing and enforcing pretreatment requirements, under CWA §307, 402, 318, and 405. The
term includes an “approved program” (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Natural Drainage System means a drainage system that has not been improved (e.g.,
channelized or armored). The clearing or dredging of a natural drainage system does not cause

the system to be classified as an improved drainage system (Source: Order No. R4-20l2-0175).

New Development means land disturbing activities; structural development, including

construction or installation of a building or structure, creation of impervious surfaces; and land

subdivision (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Non-Stormwater Discharge means any discharge1to...a municipal storm drain system that is not

composed entirely of stormwater (Source: Order No. R4-20 12-0175).

Parking Lot means land area or facility for the arking or storage of motor vehicles used for

businesses, commerce, industry, or personal use, a lot s of 5,000 sq ar feet or more of

surface area, or with 25 or more parking spaces (Sou c Or e o. R4-2012-0 75.

Person means any individual, partnership, co-partnership, inn, company, corporation,

association, joint stock company, trust, state, governmental entity or any other legal entity, or

their legal representatives gents or assigns. The masculine gen er shall include the feminine

and the singular shall inclu e th lural wher indicated by the conte t.

Planning Priority Projects means development projects subject to Permittee conditioning and

approval for the design and implementation of post-construction controls to mitigate stormwater

pollution, ior to completio of the rojèct(s) (Modified from: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Pollutant cans any ‘p0 lutant’ e med in Section. 5 02(6) of the Federal Clean Water Act or

incorporated into the California Wa er Code Sec. 13373. Pollutants may include, but are not

limited to the following:

(1) Commercial and industrial waste (such as fuels, solvents, detergents, plastic pellets,
hazardous substances, fertilizers, pesticides, slag, ash, and sludge).

(2) Metals (such as cadmium, lead, zinc, copper, silver, nickel, chromium, and non- metals
such as phosphorus and arsenic).

(3) Petroleum hydrocarbons (such as fuels, lubricants, surfactants, waste oils, solvents,
coolants, and grease).

(4) Excessive eroded soil, sediment, and particulate materials in amounts that may adversely
affect the beneficial use of the receiving waters, flora, or fauna of the State.
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(5) Animal wastes (such as discharge from confinement facilities, kennels, pens, recreational
facilities, stables, and show facilities).

(6) Substances having characteristics such as pH less than 6 or greater than 9, or unusual
coloration or turbidity, or excessive levels of fecal coliform, or fecal streptococcus, or
enterococcus.

Project means all development, redevelopment, and land disturbing activities. The term is not
limited to‘tProject as defined under CEQA (Pub. Resources Code §2 1065) (Source: Order No.
R4-2012-0175).

Rainfall Harvest and Use means a LID BMP system designedI’o capture runoff, typically from
a roof but can also include runoff capture from elsewhere within the site, and to provide for
temporary storage until the harvested water can be used f5’r irrigation or non-potable uses. The
harvested water may also be used for potable w t ses if the system cludes disinfection

treatment and is approved for such use by the oca building departmen (Source: Order No. R4-

2012-0175).

Receiving Water means “water of the United States” into w ch waste and/or pollutants are or

may be discharged (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Redevelopment means land-disturbing activity tha results i creation, addition, or
replacement of 5,000 squar feet or more of.irnpervious surface ar a on an already developed

site. Redevelopment includes ut is not limited to: the expansion o a building footprint;

addition or replace ent o a struc e; replacernen o impervious surface area that is not part of

routine maintenance activity; and land disturbing ac ivity related to structural or impervious

surfaces. It does not includ routine maintenance to maintain original line and grade, hydraulic

capacity, oorigina1.purpose o facility norloes it include emergency construction activities

required t6 immediately rotect public Ialth and safety (Source: Order No. R4-20 12-0175).

Region oard means t e liforni egional Water Quality Control Board, Los Angeles

Region.

Restaurant means a\facility that s lls prepared foods and drinks for consumption, including

stationary lunch counèi and refre hrnent stands selling prepared foods and drinks for immediate

consumption (SIC C’de58l2 (Source: Order No. R4-2012-0 175).

Retail Gasoline Outlet means any facility engaged in selling gasoline and lubricating oils
(Source: Order No. R4-2012-0175).

Routine Maintenance
Routine maintenance projects include, but are not limited to projects conducted to:

1. Maintain the original line and grade, hydraulic capacity, or original purpose of the
facility.

2. Perform as needed restoration work to preserve the original design grade, integrity and
hydraulic capacity of flood control facilities.
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3. Includes road shoulder work, regrading dirt or gravel roadways and shoulders and
performing ditch cleanouts.

4. Update existing lines* and facilities to comply with applicable codes, standards, and
regulations regardless if such projects result in increased capacity.

5. Repair leaks
Routine maintenance does not include construction of new** lines or facilities resulting from
compliance with applicable codes, standards and regulations.
* Update existing lines includes replacing existing lines with new materials or pipes.
** New lines are those that are not associated with existing facilities and are not part of a project

to update or replace existing lines (Source: Order No. R4-2Ok2-O 175).

Significant Ecological Areas (SEAs) means an area thar4efermined to possess an example of
biotic resources that cumulatively represent biologica1 iihjor the purposes of protecting
biotic diversity, as part of the Los Angeles Countyiil Plaas are designated as SEAs,
if they possess one or more of the following crit1P

1. The habitat of rare, endangered, and tlaR’ed plant and aniiMjecies.
2. Biotic communities, vegetative associç and habitat of plan animal species that

are either one of a kind, or are restricted i iibutionqn a region1iis.
3. Biotic communities, vegetativassociations’ dhaEt of plant and lil species that

/
are either one of a kind or areresincted in distribution in Los Angeles County.

4. Habitat that at some point in m fyjof a spcor group of species, serves as a
concentrated breeding, feeding, grouid and is limited in availability

Storm Drain Systes4jacilities or any part of those facilities, including streets,
gutters, conduits, natural’?fifIcial drains, channels, and watercourses that are used for the
purpose of collecting, storii3transporting or disposing of stormwater and are located within the
City of Azusa.

Storm Water or Stormwater means water that originates from atmospheric moisture (rain or
snow) and that falls onto land, water, or other surfaces. Without any change in its meaning, this
term may be spelled or written as one word or two separate words.

Stormwater Runoff means that part of precipitation (rainfall or snowmelt) which travels across
a surface to the storm drain system or receiving waters.
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Urban Runoff means surface water flow produced by storm and non-storm events. Non-storm

events include flow from residential, commercial, or industrial activities involving the use of

potable and non-potable water.

(C) App1icability. The followhg Development and Redevelopment projects, termed
“Planning Prioiity Proj ects,’ shall comply with the requirements of [SECTION
NUMBER]:

(1) All developmei,cojects equal to 1 acre or greater of disturbed area that adds more
than 10,000 square feet of impervious surface area.

(2) Industrial parks 10,000 square feet or more of surface area.

(3) Commercial malls 10,000 square feet or more of surface area.

(4) Retail gasoline outlets with 5,000 square feet or more of surface area.
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(5) Restaurants (Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) of 5812) with 5,000 square feet
or more of surface area.

(6) Parking lots with 5,000 square feet or more of impervious surface area, or with 25 or
more parking spaces.

(7) Streets and roads construction of 10,000 square feet or more of impervious surface
area.

(8) Automotive service facilities (Standard Industrial classification (SIC) of 5013, 5014,
5511, 5541, 7532-7534 and 7536-7539) 5,000 squre.fet or more of surface area.

(9) Projects located in or directly adjacent to, or discharging directly to an
Environmentally Sensitive Area (ESA), ere the de elopment will:

a. Discharge stormwater runoff tha s ikely to impact a sensjtive biological species
or habitat; and

b. Create 2,500 square feet or more of i p rvous surface area

(10) Single-family hillside homes.

(11) Redevelopment rojects

a. Land is bing activity that results• the crea io or addition or replacement of
5,000 squ e feet or ore of impe ous surface area on an already developed site
on Planning non P oject categories.

b Wher Redevelopment results in an aUeration to more than fifty percent of
impervious surfaces of.a previously existing development, and the existing
developmen was not subject to post-construction stormwater quality control
equirernents, eentire project must be mitigated.

c. e Redevelo ent results in an alteration of less than fifty percent of
impe ious surface of a previously existing development, and the existing
develop e t as not subject to post-construction stormwater quality control
requireme , only the alteration must be mitigated, and not the entire
development.

d. Redevelopment does not include routine maintenance activities that are conducted
to maintain original line and grade, hydraulic capacity, original purpose of facility
or emergency redeyelopment activity required to protect public health and safety.
Impervious surface replacement, such as the reconstruction of parking lots and
roadways which does not disturb additional area and maintains the original grade
and alignment, is considered a routine maintenance activity. Redevelopment does
not include the repaving of existing roads to maintain original line and grade.

e. Existing single-family dwelling and accessory structures are exempt from the
Redevelopment requirements unless such projects create, add, or replace 10,000
square feet of impervious surface area.

(12) Any other project as deemed appropriate by the Director.

D) Effective Date. The Planning and Land Development requirements contained in this
Ordinance shall become effective XX days fro e a opt on of the Ordinance This
includes Planning Priority Projects that are disc e ionary ermit projects or project phases
that have not been deemed complete for processing, or discr 1 ary permit projects
without vesting tentative maps that h ye o requested and rec e an extension of
previously granted approvals within 90 da s of adoption of the 0 n ce. Projects that
have been deemed complete within 90 days of adoption of the Ordin ce are not subject
to the requirements of this Cha ter.

(E) Stormwater Pollution Contro1,Requirenents. The Site for every Planning Priority
Project shall be designed to contrqfpolflitaits.po1lutant loads, and runoff volume to the
maximum extent feasible by rninirniing imper’ous surface ‘area and controlling runoff
from impervious surfaces ‘through infjltration evapoanspiration, bioretention and/or
rainfall harve t and use.

(1) A new single- amily hilisi e.horne de e ment shall include mitigation measures to:

a. on atura areas;

b. Protect slopes ançl ch els;

c.’P ovide storm drain system stenciling and signage;

d. Divert’roo1 runoff toivegetated areas before discharge unless the diversion would
result in slce insta1i1ity; and

e. Direct surface ow to vegetated areas before discharge, unless the diversion would
result in slope instability.

(2) Street and road construction of 10,000 square feet or more of impervious surface shall
follow USEPA guidance regarding Managing Wet Weather with Green Infrastructure:
Green Streets (December 2008 EPA-833-F-08-009) to the maximum extent
practicable.
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(3) The remainder of Planning Priority Projects shall prepare a LID Plan to comply with
the following:
